LONG TITLE
General Description:

This bill allows for Medicaid reimbursement for diabetes prevention services.

» authorizes the department to reimburse a provider for certain diabetes prevention
services; and

» creates a sunset date.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the state of Utah:
Section 1. Section 26-18-27 is enacted to read:
26-18-27. Reimbursement for diabetes prevention program.

(1) As used in this section, "DPP" means the National Diabetes Prevention Program

developed by the United States Centers for Disease Control and Prevention.

(2) Subject to appropriation, the Medicaid program shall reimburse a provider for an

enrollee's participation in the DPP if the enrollee:

(a) meets the DPP's eligibility requirements;

(b) begins the DPP on or after October 1, 2021, and before October 1, 2024; and

(¢) has not previously participated in the DPP after October 1, 2021, and before
October 1, 2024.

(3) The Medicaid program may set the rate for reimbursement.

(4) The department may apply for a state plan amendment if necessary to implement

this section.

(5) (a) Before October 1, 2024, the department shall provide a written report regarding

the efficacy of the DPP and reimbursement under this section to the Health and Human

Services Interim Committee.

(b) The report described in Subsection (5)(a) shall include:

(1) the total number of enrollees who participated in the DPP;
(11) the total number of classes held before August 1, 2024

(111) the costs incurred by the state under this section;

(iv) the percentage of enrollees described in Subsection (5)(b)(i) who:

(A) completed at least 20 classes; and

(B) developed type 2 diabetes after completing at least 20 classes;

(v) the total number of enrollees diagnosed with prediabetes before October 1, 2021;

and
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(vi) the percentage of enrollees described in Subsection (5)(b)(v) who were diagnosed
with type 2 diabetes after October 1, 2021.
